FREE PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


The foundation of public libraries has marked an era in the history 
of the United States. It is a distinguishing feature of our literature, 
suggesting the thought that the mind of the nation is eminently 
practical in its literary tendencies, that there is a belief in the utility of 
popularizing knowledge, and that the reign of darkness is very far off 
from our borders so long as these manifestations continue. Our eye fell 
yesterday upon a report of the action of the citizens of Portland in 
reference to the establishment of a free public library in that city. 
Some time in April last, a meeting was called at the City Hall in Port- 
land to take this subject into consideration. A committee was appoint- 
ed, consisting of prominent citizens, to consider the propriety of adopt- 
ing further measures. The committee concluded their labors in the 
latter part of May, and have rendered a report, which, we regret io 
notice, declares the establishment of such an institution impracticable 
at the present time, solely for want of funds. The committee state that 
the plan proposed appeared at first sight very feasible, but the amount 
which the city of Portland is by law authorized to devote to such a 
purpose is only five thousand dollars, and although additional sums could 
probably be secured by the subscriptions of citizens, the committee did 
not consider it advisable to attempt to found a free library on a basis so 
limited. The population of Portland is thirty thousand, and the demands 
of this large number of persons could hardly be met by any institution 
founded upon a small scale. In this view, it is deemed expedient to 
relinquish, for the present at least, the idea of establishing a free public 
library, and the project falls through, because the laws of Maine do not 
permit the expenditure of moneys.in this direction. The gentlemen 
composing the committee, headed by Jonw W. Caroxertne, as Chairman, 
do not, however, despair of ultimate success, but have appointed a sub- 
committee, who are charged with the duty of conferring with parties 
who may be inclined to coéperate with the movement to an extent 
which will ensure the proper fulfillment of the original plan. 

So far, therefore, as this isolated instance goes, there is an end for 
the time of a free library in the principal city and seaport of Maine. 
We see no reason to doubt that the citizens will realize the utility of 
the measure, and reproduce the enterprise in a shape that will establish 
its success. The first obstacles in the way of new movements are always 
hardest to overcome; secondary difficulties appear but trivial in com- 
parison with those which had to be encountered at the outset, and the 
removal of the first makes easier the demolition of the second. The 
indications of a healthy public sentiment which are furnished by move- 
ments like this, are encouraging signs of the times. They show that 
the appetite of ‘the reading masses is sharp and zesty, that the people 





will read, and that they feel an aching void when opportunity for read- 
ing is denied them. The lover of literature hails symptoms of this fer- 
ment with great joy, for it proves to him that authors will live and 
thrive and find it pleasant to their souls to spin silken threads of thought 
for the coming generations—it proves to the bookseller that his wares 
find open markets—and it demonstrates to the moralist that the world 
grows better, keeps freshly, and gets wiser. It is of course the dictate 
of a proper prudence to refrain, as our excellent neighbors in Portland 
have done, from rushing headlong into pecuniary embarrassments, and 
to be satisfied to count their chicken broods after the egg is chipped, 
and nobody can justly impute blame to them for doing that which every 
good business-man does each day of his life. There is a lack of prudence 
of just this kind in all branches of business, and it is the secret of many 
failures; at Portland they have studied Poor Rionarp, and go on the 
safe side. But we shall not be surprised if in less than five years there 
is a free library in that growing city, the contents of which shall satisfy 
the citizens’ demand. Once started, these things progress. 

The State of New York is more favored than its sister States, in the 
matter of free libraries. From the Hudson to the Lake, there is not a 
school district that is destitute of a set of books to which all may have 
access. This is one distinguishing peculiarity of our glorious common 
school system. A separate item in the literature fund provides for the 
disbursement of $55,000 by the State, for the purchase of books for the 
use of district libraries; and it is also provided by statute that whenever 
the number of volumes shall exceed a given ratio, the voters in each 
district may appropriate all or any portion of the library money belong- 
ing to the district for the current year to the purchase of maps, globes, 
blackboards, or other scientific apparatus, for the use of the school. 
These are simply the school libraries, intended mainly for the young, 
and designed and selected for their use. 

We have called attention, in former numbers of this paper, to the 
condition of the great public libraries in this city, only one of which is 
ostensibly a free institution, but all of which are so accessible at a small 
rate of yearly payment, as to merit the name of free libraries. The 
growth of these establishments continues unchecked. Others of similar 
character are springing up around us. There is a spirit of industry and 
energy that pushes forward a work of literary edification, which it re- 
quires no word of ours to commend to the favorable regard of the 
public.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 


We regret to say that our Book-list this week is not so large as it 
has been upon former occasions. We have, however, arrived at that 
season of the year, when business, generally, assumes the aspect of dul- 
ness; but that of book-producing more especially so. During the weeks 
of relaxation which will now consequently ensue, we trust that both 
publishers and authors shall devote their study to the question— What 
order of Literature is likely to meet with universal favor in America? 
We have shown clearly, upon former occasions, that the National taste 
has undergone a wonderful alteration during the last few years. Ex- 
perience must have taught the trade, that bad books do not constitute 
an active and reliable stock. The demand for Standard Works is con- 
stantly increasing; and it is not difficult to foresee, that the day is not 
far distant, when the appearance of every publication, likely to inflo- 
ence, either for good or for evil, the culture of the American mind, will 
be looked upon as an event in the history of our National Literatare. 
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The first book upon our List this Week is “‘ The Last Seven Years of 
the Life of Henry Clay, by Calvin Colton, LL. D., professor of Public 
Economy, Trinity College.” Mr. O. is one of the few whose contributions 
to our literature are of general interest and usefulness. He formerly 
favored the public with “ The Life and Times of Henry Clay,” in two 
volumes; a work which embraced the biography and history of that 
distinguished orator and statesman down to the Presidential Campaign 
of 1844. More recently he favored us with The Private Correspondence 
of Henry Clay, in one volume; he nowfgives us the present work, in 
the Preface to which he promises to edit Mr. Clay’s Speeches in two 
volumes, with an historical Introduction at the head of each Speech, 
thus comprising “ The Life, Correspondence, and Speeches of Henry 
Clay,” in six uniform octavo volumes. Mr. Prior never sat down to 
record the Life of Edmund Burke with a greater love or reverence for 
the memory and name of that eminent man, than the author of the 
present volume brings to bear on the discharge of Ais self-imposed duties. 
Passionately devoted, both politically and privately, to Mr. Clay, Mr. 
Colton regards him as one of the great Saviors of American freedom, 
peace and harmony. He writes with the pen of a partisan, and with 
the earnestness of one. His book will call forth much criticism, pre- 
cisely as Mr. Benton’s “ Thirty Years in the United States Senate” has 
done; but altogether in the opposite direction. At the present time, 
the chapters recorded in this volume, relative to the Compromises of 
1850, will be perused with eagerness, everywhere in the United States: 
and so shall the interesting Note, upon the altercation between Senators 
Foote & Benton, in the Senate Chamber. It will remind many of a 
similar recent event. Messrs. J. W. Bond & Co., Baltimore, have pub- 
lished in one octavo volume, “ The Plays of Philip Massinger, with 
Notes Critical and Explanatory. By William Gifford.” It is often 
pleasant to recur to old associations, especially in literature. Massinger 
having lived in the sixteenth century, was among the earliest creators 
of the English Classical Drama; consequently was one cf the “ Eliza- 
bethan Poets,” belonging to the school of Shakspeare, Jonson, Beau- 
mont and Fletcher. He was less famous, perhaps, than either of these ; 
and, we believe, less successful as a play-writer. But as a painter of 
character, posterity has assigned to him a high place. Sir Giles Over- 
reach, alone, would be sufficient to immortalize his memory. Mr. Red- 
field has favored us this week, with a portly duodecimo, entitled: “‘ Wit 
and Wisdom of the Rev. Sydney Smith.” Being selections from his 
writings, and passages of his Letters and Table-talk. With a biographi- 
cal Memoir and Notes, by Evert A. Duyckinck.” We question very 
much whether any great man, from Homer down to Mr. Duyckinck, 
including Sydney Smith, has ever been under-estimated : the error of 
humanity lies in the other extreme. And although we dare not record 
it of anything contained in this volume, we will venture to say that 
many of Sydney Smith’s “ Witticisms” were stupendous crudities. To 
Mr. D., however, and to his brother also, our readers are indebted for 
having made many useful and readable books; but we trust it is not 
asking too much from gentlemen of their undoubted accomplishments 
and intellectual standing, to devote their future thoughts to originality. 
T. B. Peterson, Philadelphia, has published “ Linda; or, the Young 
Pilot of the Belle Creole. A Tale of Southern Life,” from the pen of the 
late Mrs. Caroline Lee Hentz. It,is written with the usual and charac- 
teristic vigor of that authoress. From the press of Messrs. Hopkins, 
Bridgman & Co., of Northampton, Mass., we have “ The Sabbath-School 
Teacher, designed to aid in elevating and perfecting the Sabbath-School 
System, by John Todd, D.D.” It is written in the usual vein of reli- 
gious works, but somewhat hopeful and theoretical. The same pub- 
lishers haye sent us another little book, also by Dr. Todd, entitled, 
“ Truth Made Simple: being the first volume of a System of Theology 
for Children. Character of God.” The characterization of the former 
volume will apply to this also, with this addition—that if humanity 
were agreed upon the elemental nature of truth, in Natural and Revealed 
Religion, Dr. Todd’s Treatise in simplifying it, might be more successful 
than it can now be. The Carter Brothers have issued two different 
Tracte—“ The Victory Won,” and “ Missions Needful to the Higher Bless- 





edness of Churches,” a discourse delivered by William R. Williams. 
Messrs. Ivison & Phinney have sent us one of their series of excellent 
School-books: Sanders’ High School Reader, embracing a Comprehen- 
sive Course of Instruction in the Principles of Rhetorical Reading, with 
a choice collection of exchanges in reading—both in prose and poetry, 
For the use of higher classes in schools of every grade, by Charles W 
Sanders.” Messrs. A. S. Barnes & Company have published two neat 
little volumes; ‘The Empire of Rome,” by F. W. Ricord,” and “ Sacreq 
Praise: an Earnest Appeal to Christian Worshippers, in behalf of g 
neglected duty, by Thomas Hastings.” The? first little work is a con- 
tinuation of two others published by this House, called ‘* The Kings of 
Rome,” and “ The Republic of Rome,” all three of which will be in- 
structive to young readers. Messrs. G. P. Putnam & Co. have now 
ready “ The Modern Story-Teller: the best Stories of the best Authors; 
now first collected.” In this neat volume there are over twenty dif- 
ferent Tales, all of which have been collected from the pages of English 
newspapers and magazines. It constitutes the first of,a Series entitled, 
“ Putnam’s Library of Choice Stories.” 

AnnounceMENTS.—The Messrs. Appleton will publish immediately, 
several important Works, among which are: Winslow’s “System of 
Moral Philosophy;” the Second Volume of Benton’s “Thirty Years 
in the United States Senate ;” “ The Japan Expedition,” edited by Dr.

They teach us to understand and 
feel what we see, to decipher and syllable the hieroglyphics of the senses.”—DrybeEn, 

Books are an essential element of our social economy. The best 
minds of every age are trained by 

“Those dead but sceptred sovereigns, who still rule 
Our spirits from their urns.” 

From books they receive most of their culture; and by them are 
disciplined in youth, stimulated in manhood, and solaced in age. “ When 
I am reading a book,” said Swift, “‘ whether wise or silly, it seems to 
me to be alive or talking to me.” Such is the feeling of every student 
who appreciates the author he reads. 

“There are those who desire a book as a living companion of the 
mind; and to such, a good work is society to his loneliness—a balm to 
his troubles—a friend to the friendless—wealth to the poor, and, more- 
over, can keep the mind in action, though the body dies’ It was Plato 
who went to play when he was elected to the consulship, but the 
evening before he died, he read. Mind lives by mind as it has been 
developed and preserved ; and man, by this medium, has shown himself 
in action like an angel, in words like a god. Take thisfrom him and he 
is nothing.” * 

‘“* In books we have friends for every mood—comforters for every 
sorrow ; a glorious company of immortals, scattering their sweet influ- 
ences on the worn and beaten paths of our daily life. Shapes ‘that 
haunt thought’s wilderness’ are around us, in toil, and suffering, and 
joy: mitigating labor, soothing care, giving a keener relish to delight; 
touching the heroic string in our nature with a noble sentiment; 
kindling our hearts, lifting our imaginations, and hovering alike over 
the couch of health and the sick pillow, to bless and cheer, and animate 
and console.” 

Book-making, once a science, acquired by long laborious toil, has, 
by the appliances of modern machinery, become a mercantile pursuit of 
almost unlimited extent. In olden times, the stylus and parchment 
were the mechanical essentials of a book, and years were often devoted 
to its production; now, by the magic of metal type and the steam-press, 
volumes are multiplied almost by the hour. Formerly, a book, both as 
to its mind and mechanism, was the sole work of the monk or scribe ; 
now, there is a division of labor—the author writes it, the steam-press 
prints it, and the publisher is its purveyor to the public, 

By this expedient, the universal diffusion of knowledge has been 
promoted, and each department of the labor been rendered more per- 
fect. But for this, the light of learning would not have been reflected 

from the luminous page, while the Cimmerean gloom of the “ dark ages ” 
would have still cast deep shadows over the nations. 


“The Pen and the Press, bless’d alliance! combined 
To soften the heart and enlighten the mind; 
For that to the treasures of knowledge gave birth, 
Ani this sent them forth to the ends of the earth ; 
Their battles for truth were triumphant, indeed, 
And the rod of the tyrant was snapped like a reed. 
They were made to exalt us, to teach us, to bless, 
Those invincible brothers—the Pen and the Press.”+ 

A book has been curiously defined, “brain preserved in ink,” and 
when there is plenty of the fruit, it is a conserve to tempt the most 
capricious palate. In ancient times, books were written on the bark of 
trees ; hence the Latin word liber, from which we derive our English 
term “library.” ‘“ Book” is from the Saxon, “ boc,” a beech-tree. 

A tablet made from the main body of a tree was called codex or 
caudex. Scipio Maffei distinguishes square and round books by the 
terms codex and liber, respectively. It is doubtful whether barks or 
stones were first written on; although the Decalogue, the first writing 
of which we have any authentic account, was on the latter. The leaves

of plants were long used for writing on—chiefly those of the palm, papy- 
rus, * tiles, ete. Leather, and goat-skins were used by the Egyptians, 
Plates of copper and lead were also used in the East. According to 
Josephus, the children of Seth wrote their inventions in Astronomy, 
ete., on stone pillars. Hesiod’s works were first written on tables of 
lead—Solon’s laws on wooden planks. The wood was sometimes 
covered with wax, so that the writing could be easily effaced, Pliny 
thinks that writing on lead succeeded that on barks. 

The term “ volume” is from volvo, to roll, the earlier manuscripts 
being in the form of a scroll or roll. 

The Chinese manufacture paper of linen, the fibres of the young 
bamboo—of the mulberry ; the envelope of the silk-worm—of a native 
tree called chu or ko-chu—but especially of cotton. They were in pos- 
session of the art long before it was known in Europe; and, as Mecca 
was a sort of depot for the fabrics of China, it is by some very reason- 
ably supposed, that the paper was brought from that country. What- 
ever might have been its origin, the art was undoubtedly employed and 
improved by the Arabs, who, in their career of conquest, carried it into 
Spain, about the beginning of the tenth century. Other accounts 
ascribe the invention of cotton paper to Greece; indeed, not only its 
origin, but the various improvements in its manufacture, and the dif 
ferent substitutions of new materials have long been the subject of con- 
troversy. 

Cotton paper was called charta bombycina : it was very white and 
strong, but not equal to that in which linen is a constituent. 

With regard to linen paper, authorities differ widely. By some 
accounts, its manufacture was not introduced into Europe until the 
latter part of the fourteenth century, a mill having been in 1890, estab- 
lished at Nuremberg. In 1366, however, the Republic of Venice granted 
a patent to the town of Treviso, for the exclusive manufacture of linen 
paper; and it is also stated, that the Arabs, when in Spain, on account 
of the scarcity of cotton, and the abundance of flax and hemp, substi- 
tuted the latter material in its preparation. Their first manufactories 
were at Xativa, now San Felipe. 

Forty years ago, three men, by handwork, could scarcely manufac- 
ture 4,000 small sheets of paper a day, while now they can produce 
60,000 in the same time. It has been calculated, that if the paper pro- 
duced yearly by six machines could be put together, the sheet would 
encircle the world. 

Nowhere is paper so much used as in the United States. In France 
with 85,000,000 of inhabitants, only 70,000 tons are produced yearly, 
of which one-seventh is for exportation. In England, with 28,000,000 
of inhabitants, 66,000 tons are produced; while in this country the 
amount is nearly as great as in France and England together. 

A large proportion of this consumption of paper is directed to the 
2,000 newspapers which are incessantly springing up in all sections of 
this country—some to flourish, but more born but to die, and make 
room for the succession, 

When first the art of Printing was discovered, only oneside ofa 
page was impressed: the printers had not yet found out the expedient 
of impressing the other. When the editions were intended to be 
curious, they omitted to print the first letter of a chapter, for which 
they left a blank space, that it might be painted or illuminated, at the 
option of the purchaser. Several ancient volumes of these early times 
have been found, where these letters are wanting, as they neglected to 
have them painted. It was the glory of the learned, when the art was 
first established, to be correctors of the press, to the eminent printers. 
Physicians, lawyers, and bishops, as well as authors, occupied this 
department. The printers‘then added frequently to their names those

the abilities of the corrector. 

About the close of the fourteenth century, the world was blessed 
with the invention of this art. Three German cities—Haarlem, Mentz, 
and Strasburg—claim, each one, the honor of having been the place of 
the original discovery, but the evidence rather inclines to favor the 
claim of Mentz; for, at this city, either by John Guttenberg or Peter 
Schoeffer, in the year 1440, were invented movable types; with which 
movable types, the first book printed was the Bible, and that in the 
year 1450, though some authorities declare that the Latin Bible, or Vul- 
gate, was first printed on the Continent, in 1462. Lawrence I. Coster, 
of Haarlem, discovered the art of impressing characters on paper, by 
means of wooden blocks, in the year 1480; and we may here remark 
that the ground of doubt between Guttenberg and Schoeffer seems to 
be an opinion pretty well authenticated, that the types of the former 
were of wood—those of the latter of metal ; and that while the inven- 
tion of the one happened in the year 1440, that of the other was con- 
summated at some time during the following ten years. 

John Faust, or Fust, was only concerned as a patron of Schoeffer; 
but as such he was sincere and energetic. Some writers declare that 
Fust went to Paris, carrying with him for sale a number of printed Bibles. 
That the similarity of all these books caused the French to distrust him 
asaconjuror. That at first they threatened to indict him, and thus 
extorted the secret. And they add that from this affair, the popular 
story of Dr. Faustus took its rise. This, however, is false. Haywood 
tells us (see “ Goethe’s Faust”), that “Johann” (or John) “ Faust ” (or 
Faustus—that is, the conjuror) “ was born at Kunklingen, within the 
territory of Wiirtemberg, of parents ‘ low of stock’ (as Marlow expresses 
it), some time towards the fifteenth century. He must not be con- 
founded with Faust (or Fust), the printer, who flourished more than 
half a century before.” 

To the German triumvirate belongs the honor of having been the 
first to employ movable types, matrices, and punches in printing.’ 

Trithemius, a contemporary, ascribes the invention of movable types 

jointly to Gutenberg and Faust, and an ancient chronicle at Cologne notes 
that, after ten years’ preparation, the art of printing began to be prac- 
tised in the year 1450. The former authority further states that the 
parties expended in the printing of the first twelve sheets of the Bible, 
4,000 florins. The Bible in question is the Latin Vulgate, commonly 
known by the name of the Mazarin Bible, from a copy of it having 
been discovered, in the middle of the last century, in the Dibliothéque 
Mazarine.* 

* In Temperley’s amusing volume on “Printers and Printing,” it is stated that John 


Muller (surnamed Regiomontanus) who died at Rome, in the year 1476, was for some time 
suspected of being the inventor of printing.
